IwiTlvAR EE^WeeIT^cIh'lE 
AND BOLIVIA. 



Our exclusivo telegraphic dispatcher 
have already conveyed the information 
that friendly relations betweon Chile 
and Eolivia have ceased to exist and 
that actual warfare has been commenc- 
ed. Littlo, however, baa yet been 
made known as to the causo of hostili- 
ties. Prom the most recent advices wo 
learn that the Bolivian Government 
persisted in their refusal to carry out 
certain treaty obligations and that one 
of their most obnoxious acts was the 
imposition of a duty of ton cents upon 
every hundred weight of saltpetre man- 
ufactured for foreign markets in tho 
seaport town of Altofogasta. When 
this duty was imposed Chilo was in 
difficulties with tho Argentine Repub- 
lic in matters concerning territorial 
lines and was consequently only in a 
position to enter a protest against tho 
action of the Bolivian authorities. It 
was known, however, that a triple al- 
lianco, secret in its nature, had been en- 
tered into by Peru, Bolivia and tho 
Argentine Republic, in which the 
latter sought to acquiro ad- 
ditional territory. Peru desiring to do 
away with a rivalry existing in the sale 
of nitre induced Bolivia to increase the 
export duties and place a direct duty 
on nitre, which had hitherto been free. 
Bolivia could thus without fear of 
Chile add largely to her revenue, whilst 
the latter country, embarrassed by so- 
cret enemies, was in a precarious state 
because of the weak condition of her 
Government and credit. Thus a hastily 
prepared treaty was immediately en- 
tered into, the result of which was 
popular indignation throughout Chile. 
The latter power receded from her for- 
mer relations with Bolivia, considering 
that that country had first abrogated 
friendly intcrcourseand knowing that tho 
Bolivianauthoritieshad ordered the sale 
of nitre-works, railroad and plant at 
Antofogastu in disregard of former ex- 
pressed stipulations. The Province of 
Antofogasta, including the silver mines 
of Caricoles, was largely inhabited by 
Chilcnos and over seven millions of 
Chile capital was invested in the indus- 
tries of the district. Thus tho proper- 
ty as well as the lives of Chile citizens 
as well as many foreigners were to be. 
placed at the mercy of a government 
who mado treaties and broke them or 
who kept them at their pleasure. Early 
on tho morning of the 16th February 
last, therefore, tho ironclads Cochrane 
and O'Higgins anchored in the bay of 
Antofogasta. The sale of tho nitre- 
works was to take place on tho following 
day. The war-ships landed 300 soldiers 
of the regular army who, as they ap- 
proached the "mole'-' in launches, wore 
received with cheering and other mani- 
festations by the inhabitants. Buildings 
were adorned with bunting and up went 
the Chilo colors on the llagstaff in 
the public square. As its folds 
expanded to th« breeze and be- 
came exposed to the public view 
the regimental band struck up the na- 
tional air of Chile. Ilero, then, was a 
direct issue. Tho national emblem soon 
adorned the principal buildings and the 
Chile authorities, calling the people to- 
gether, admonished them to keep order 
and by no means to molest tho Bolivi- 
ans. Thus it was that after the space 
of 15 years Chile came into possession 
of her former territory, between lati- 
tude 22 deg. and 24 deg. south, with- 
out battle or bloodshed. Subsequently 
dispatches fell into tho hands of the 
Chilo government and in a letter from 
President H. Daza to one of his offi- 
cers he states that he had "humbugged 
the Gringos" and ordered the sale of 
the nitre-works and that "the world 
could not help them." Ho adds: "I 
do not think Chilo can interfere; her 
conduct with the Argentine Repulic 
shows her weakness and littlo impor- 
tance; but if she declares war against 
us we can rely on the assistance of 
Peru of whom we shall then demand the 
carrying out of the secret treaty. Los 
Gringos are completely humbugged and 
the Chilenos must bite and clamor — 
nothing more." It seems, however, 
that the wily President was at 
serious error in his calculations, for 
since the Chile government asserted 
their authority . at Antofogasta they 
have taken possession of Mejilones and 
placed an ironclad in fighting attitude 
in front of C'obija. They have also in- 
formed the Bolivians that peace cannot 
exist between them otherwise than by 
Chile maintaining hereafter tho posses- 
sion of her former territory which she 
has now regained. Tho war is fraught 
with many complications which can be 
be best simplified by tho Bolivians dis- 
playing an earnest to do that which is 
just and honorable. 

THE PALL MALL GAZETTE OX 
OUR RAILWAY. 



The Pall Mall Gazelle says:— "Per- 
haps the most important passage in 
Lord Lorne's Bpeech on the occasion of 
the opening of the Canadian Parlia- 
ment at Ottawa is that which refers to 
the 'vigorous prosecution of the Cana- 
dian and Pacific Railway, and to meet 
the reasonable expectations of British 
Columbia with due regard to the finan- 
cial position of the country.' What- 
ever may bo urged by tho small popu- 
lation of British Columbia and Vancou- 
ver's Island against tho breach of agree- 
ment under which they entered as part 
of the Dominion, there can be no doubt 
, that in the first instance that agree- 
ment was contracted by Canada with- 
out 'due regard to the financial position 
of the country;' and, in point of fact, 
the Dominion really had not the moans 
to carry out the bargain to the letter. 
The various compromises suggested 
from time to time unfortunately fell 
through, owing, as it seoms to us, to 
faults on both sides; and now, as we 
have frequently been told, British 



Columbia threatens to appeal to the 
Imperial Government for permission 
to retire from tho Dominion unless 
this trans-continental railroad is pushed 
on with all dispatch. 3N T o one doubts 
that this enterpriso must bo carried on 
at a dead loss — in tho first instance, at 
any rate. It is a "political railway" in 
tho widest sense of those words. But 
it does not follow that a temporary 
sacrifice will not bo advantageous to 
tho country as a whole. The spas- 
modic agitation in British Columbia 
for annexation to the United States 
may be overlooked; for, whatever hap- 
pens, wo could not permit tho British 
possessions in North America to bo 
shut out from the Pacific; but tho rail- 
way would at any rate put an end to 
it. And we can scarcely doubt that 
the set of emigration would be towards 
the newly opened up country, oven 
from tho Western States of the Union." 



A DEAD MAJS r . 



Tho body of Ciiaf.les Hunt was 
found on Friday near the boat-landing 
close by tho Gorge Hotel. He was a very 
young man, described by all his ac- 
quaintances in this city us "r gay -heart- 
ed, happy, jolly young gentleman." It 
is evident that he had carefully select- 
ed tho romantic and lovely spot where 
he wished to dio. At half-past eleven 
o'clock the preceding night this young 
gentleman was smiling with his friends 
and preparing for death. He probably 
arrived at tho Gorgo before daylight 
and spent some weary hours in the soli- 
tude of that beautiful glen thinking of 
home, reviewing the sad history of his 
young life, or gazing out hat 
other • awful picture which a 
mind diseased is sure, to make for man. 
He saw tho sun rise and gild that glor- 
ious landscape. All the beauties of 
Nature for which the Gorgo is famous 
invited him to live; but he was resolv- 
ed to die. He gathered all his papers 
in a little pile close by the block on 
which he was seated aad burned them. 
Amongst the embers a spectator found 
the ashes of a gold note and tickets the 
same as those used on the street-cars 
between Oakland and Berkeley. The 
morning was calm; the ashes of his 
letters were undisturbed when tho con- 
stables arrived. Close by the body was 
found a white linen pocket-handkerchief 
marked with a large letter "II." Per- 
haps a sister or some nearer and dearer 
friend decorated that relic for him and 
he was looking at it just before he died. 
It may have been his only treasure. He 
looked at it; his mind was full of 
strange ideas; pictures of homo and 
ruined hopes. It was a pitiful sight to 
see his battered head; the eyes swollen 
and black and his life's blood upon tho 
block.

Halifax, N. S., March 30.— There 
is intense excitement at Dartmouth 
over the discovery of a skeleton on 
Saturday afternoon by workmen who 
were demolishing an old house. Thirty- 
two years ago botli Dartmouth and 
Halifax were greatly excited over the 
mysterious disappearance of a Dr. Mc- 
Donald. The facts of the case were 
substantially as follows: — The doctor 
had ft, brother who was reported to be 
very wealthy, being n large real estate 
and property holder with n wife and 
two children, a son and daughter. 
Shortly before tho doctor's sudden dis- 
appearance this brother had died leav- 
ing a will wherein he gave his widow 
the power to dispose of tho estate in 
any way she saw fit, and appointed his 
brother sole executor. About this 
time the doctor went to board with a 
truckman named Thorpe, on Block- 
house Hill. One night, after ho had 
been boarding there for a short time, he 
suddenly disappeared and was never 
seen afterward until the finding of his 
remains on Saturday afternoon. The 
skeleton was found buried under tho 
floor near the chimney. The morning 
after his disappearance his spectacles 
and Bnuff box were found on his room 
table. Thorpe, who is now living at 
River John, Pictou Count}-, and sever- 
al other«, wer*: a.ivsted on suspicion, 
but as no evidence against them was 
procurable, they were all discharged. 
It was supposed at the time 
that the doctor had been mur- 
dered hy some one in order to get po- 
ssession of the will which was in his 
hands, but whether this really was the 
case or not and what was the motive 
remains to be shown.

Who 
could fail to admire tho womanly dovo- 
tion with which tho poor, lost girl clung 
to Bill Sikes, or tho tender sympathy 
which she oxhibitod when it bocamo ne- 
cessary to imporil her life to save 
Oliver from dishonor. Indeed, sho 
lost hor lifo in an effort to protect 
her protigi and diod kissing tho 
hand of her murderer. Mr. Searlo play- 
ed tho part of Sikes and played it well.

There is no "Hopson's choice" so far 
as travel to Fort Wrangel is concerned. 
The steamers Grappler and Gertrude will 
leave at G o'clock this morning; on Tues- 
day next tho steamer Olympia will sail, 
and on Friday the steamship California 
is announced to leave — all for Fort Wran- 
gel. The commodious steamer Cassiar,

Tho Railway.

Original Advice for Dkinkeiis.— Tlio 
following passage is extracted from a lec- 
ture by 0. T. Campbell, delivered at Mays- 
villc, Kentucky: "Barkeepers in this city 
pay on an average 2 dollars per gallon for 
whisky.

By the 
time you have drunk a gallon she will 
have S6. 50, or enough money to refund 
the §2 borrowed of yon, to paj for an- 
other gallon of liquor, and have a balance 
of $2.50. Sho will be able to conduct fu- 
ture operations on her own capital, and 
when you become an inebriate, unable to 
support yourself, shunned and despised 
by all respectable persons, your wife will 
have enough money to keep you until you 
get ready to fill a drunkard's grave.

Caiko, April 21. — The Khedive has 
issued a decree creating u Council of 
State under tho Presidency of a nativo 
who will also bo President of the Coun- 
cil. There will be two Europoan Vice- 
Presidents and fivo Europoan, and five 
native membors with two nativo law- 
yers. Tho Council will preparo bills to 
bo submitted to the Chamber of Dele- 
gates, but will not interfero with tho 
English and French comptroller gen- 
eral.

An American Girl in Zululani*. — 
A few years ago tho daughter of an 
American missionary made a tour 
through Zululand with an English 
party. They had a messenger from the 
Secretary of Nativo Affairs to intro- 
duce them to Cetywayo. Tho first day 
he would not grant an audience, as he 
was undergoing some ceremonies for 
purification becnuau his father had died, 
but the next day they were called and 
ushered into his royal-hut. Great was 
their surprise to see an uncommonly 
handsome face, with a most benevolent 
expression, his manners courtly, his 
voice very pleasant and his physique 
noble. The sketch of him in the illus- 
trated papers is a caricature. The 
American's daughter asked him why 
ho had refused to hear the great news 
that tho missionaries had brought to 
his people. He replied that ho eon id 
not listen to low, common people, but 
if C'olenso, the king of missionaries, 
would como to live with him, he would 
become a believer. This lady sought 
opportunities to learn all that she could 
of life in that home, and it was a sad 
story that sho heard. Indeed, the very 
air seomod filled with gloom; tho voices 
of the people seemed hushed. She 
gained the confidence of an interesting 
looking young woman, and she asked 
her the causo of the silence. She re- 
plied that two young girls, groat favor- 
ites, had been strangled that morning 
because they had vexed the King. She 
inquired the reason and learned that 
one of the "doctors" had declared that 
a certain man was an evil wilier, and 
tho King ordered him to be strangled. 
The girl was seen to cry, for she lov*"' 
him and had remarked that they knew he 
was innocent. The King was informed 
and he ordered her to be choked at once. 
Hor friend, another young girl, remarked 
"Oh! to think for theso words sho was 
killed!" Tho secret spy reported these 
words to the King, and soon she found 
herself going to tho place of execution, 
where sho was left "to feed tho vultures." 
No ono dared to cry, but loudly they sang 
songs of praise to tho King: 

Greater than a mountain, 
Stronyor than an elephant. 

While at "Court" a remark struck this 
lady which may show how tho wind blew. 
A bottle on tho post served for a target, 
for shooting matches aro all the fashion. 
Sho took her turn and smashed tho bottle. 
Tho Zulu men "wowed" a gocd deal and 
exclaimed; "We can never conquer tho 
white mon if the white women can shoot 
liko that." — Cape Town Corr. Herald. 



EUROPE. 

Berlin, April 24. — Tho Emperor 
William has written an autograph let- 
ter to General Von Worder, command- 
ing tho fourteenth army corps, grant- 
ing his request to be permitted to re- 
tiro from active service, raising Wm tn 
tho rank of Count and continuing cer- 
tain honorary appointments. 

Belgrade, April25. — Turkish troops 
assisted tho Servians, who were operat- 
ing against tho Albanian invaders. The 
Servians lost many officers and men, 
but tho Albanians were driven from 
Servia, leaving 200 dead behind them. 

London, April 25. — In the llou.so of 
Commons last night Ryland, Liberal, 
moved a resolution concerning the in- 
creased expenditure of the Govern- 
ment. Baxter, in seconding the mo- 
tion, warned the House against too 
implicit faith in the boasts of Eng- 
land's supremacy in the arts and com 
merce. He instanced tho enormous 
advances made by the Americans in 
inventions and arts. The debate was 
altogether of a party nature. 

Sr. Petersburg, April 25. — Recruits 
for the Russian police force are being 
sought for in Paris. Sixteen professors 
in different universities have resigned. 
Houses are searched at night and every 
occupant, whose passport is found 
irregular is arrested immediately. The 
Russian ambassador at Constantinople 
has asked permission to open all letters 
leaving for Russia. 

London, April 25. — In the House of 
Com 1110113 to-day Sir Stafford North- 
cote said that the Government was 
considering tho advisability of issuing 
a proclamation of neutrality in ths 
South American war. He said that 
292 cases of cartridges from America 
had been landed at Glasgow on the way 
to Liverpool addressed to parties in 
Valparaiso. lie believed tho seizure 
of these munitions of war was not in 
his power. 

The great Sundown hurdle race was 
won by "Ignition," "Blue Ruin" second, 
"Sir Hugh" third. 

St. Petersburg, April 25. — A com 
mission has been appointed for revising 
custom duties and exemptions on the 
importation of metal and machinery. 

A military tribunal assembled to- 
day to pass judgment on an officer of 
the army who tired at a gen d'arme 
who had been ordered to search the 
officer's house. Three students will be 
tried to-morrow for high treason. 

Paris, April 25. — The Council- 
General has passed resolutions con- 
demning Ferry's Education Bill. Ferry, 
speaking at Spinal, said that his meas- 
ures expressed tho policy of the entire 
cabinet. He was resolved to persevere 
to the ond in tho course he had entered. 
The Government has placed before the 
Council of State a pastoral of the Arch- 
bishop of Aix attacking the Educa- 
tional Bill, taking the ground that the 
pastoral is a broach of the law. The 
Government is firmly resolved to pre- 
vent controversy on tho subject being 
reproduced in the form of pastorals de- 
signed to be read in the pulpit, thus in- 
troducing political discussion into re- 
ligious worship. 

London, April 25.— At 4:30 this 
evening Brown had scored 452 miles; 
Hazard, 127; C'orkev, 412; Weston, 
372. 

Pesth, April 25. — A tributary of 
the Drave has overflowed its banks and 
destroyed many houses at Szegilvar. 
The inhabitants pierced the dams to 
permit water to llow oQ' and hopo to 
escape the fearful disaster that threat- 
ens cheni. The River Theiss and the 
water in Szegedin continue to rise. 

PERU. 

London, April 25. — A private tele- 
gram says Pasaqua, Peru, has been 
bombarded and that the guano load- 
ing appliances at Huamlas and Pabel- 
londe Pica have been destroyed. Iqui 
que is still blockaded and all sailing 
vessels have left. Workmen have fled 
and business in the interior is entirely 
disorganized. 



Tudor, an Englishman, has recently 
started on horseback from New York 
to ride to Patagonia. As this is by far 
the longest horseback ride on record, he 
has been an object of interest to many. 
When he arrived at Richmond, Vir- 
ginia, an immense crowd went out to 
see him. As speeches were in order, 
he made the following: "If you will 
give as much attention to your own 
business as you have to mine, many of 
you will be rich before I return."

In 
view of this action Sitting Bull and 
band have voluntarily subjected them- 
selves to the authority of Great Britain 
and ceased to be subjects of the United 
States. They will not now be per- 
mitted, even with peaceable intentions, 
to recross the frontior.

President Casorl.i is about 
visiting the interior. Coma is in a 
ferment over elections. Liberals ap- 
pear to havo a majority of votes, but 
the party in power are not disposed to 
surrender the reins of government. 

London, April 26.— Tho British 
squadron on the Pacific station has 
becu ordered to cruiso off the coast of 
Poru. 

EUROPE 
London, April 20. — Toero were 
oleven thousand spectators at tho pe- 
destrian match yesterday. Corkey, 
the champion, last night handed Brown, 
who was the loader, the key of the 
champion' belt, which the hitter carried 
around tho hall iu triumph. At 10 
this morning the score was as follows: 
Blown, 503 miles; Hazael, -172; Corkey, 
454; Weston, -127. Brown's time is 
over eight hours ahead of any previous 
record. Tho match terminates at half- 
past 10 to-night. Brown was alone on 
the track at 4 o'clock, when he had 
made 522 miles.

— Last 
night at 911 Larkin street Win. Frey, 
a baker, was killed by Wm. Boulange, 
alias Billy tho Bootblack, a native of 
Manilla, under the following circum- 
stance: In Frey s employ was a young 
girl whom Billy was infatuated with 
and wanted to marry. On Thursday 
evening the girl found Billy in her 
room, and notified Frey who next day 
had Billy discharged from his place. 
Last evening while Mrs. Frey and the 
girl were scrubbing the kitchen floor 
Boulange entered with a revolver in 
his hand and fired shots at both, miss- 
ing both. Officer Cook, on 
hearing the .shots and screams 
of the women, went in. He arrested 
Boulange, and while attempting to dis- 
arm him Billy shot Cook in the right 
arm. Cook then shot Billy in the face 
below the eyes. Frey who was in the 
basement, came up the stairs at this 
juncturo and Boulange fired twice at 
him, ono shot striking Frey in the ab- 
domen from which he died in balf-an- 
hour.
